The captioned organization (PC) started operation in the Riiladelphia 
area in October 1952, v.’ith a public rally on lO/lli/52, on behalf of JULIUS 
and ETHEL ROSENBERG. From October 1952, through December 1953, It operated 
from the office of the Pennsylvania CRC, utilizing a Post Office Box as a 
mailing address. In early 1953, the PC was identified as an affiliate of the 
National Committee To Secure Justice In The ROSENBERG Case in Ne'.v York City. 

The PC has carried out various activities directed ' toward aid of the ROSENBERGS 
including distribution of literature, public rallies, participation in activi- 
ties of the national organization and submission of funds to the National 
Committee. During the summer of 1953, the acti’.ities of the PC were limited; 
hewever, in the fall of 1953, its activities were re-emphasized on behalf of 
HORTON 'SOBELL. In March 195U, the PC secured office space at 932 Chestnut 
Street, Philadelphia, and as of September 195U, continued to occupy this office. 
The officers and leaders of the PC are set out with JE/;N D. FRANTJIS, Executive 
Secretary havin? been active in the organization from October 1952, through 
September 195Ii. The CPEPD and the Pennsylvania CRC have supported this or- 
ganization and the officers and leader^ of the PC have been affiliated v;ith the 
CP and other subversive organizations.

to tho Division of Solicitations, Comnionwaalth of Pennsylvania, 
dated February 17, 1953 refloctod that tho PC viaa an affiliato 
of tho NC. Money solicited was usod to moet expenses in 
carrying on appeals and maintaining tho ROSENBERG children. 

Any excess was usod for dissemination of information to 
enlist public popular support for cormputatlon of tho death 
sentence for tho ROSENB.ERGs. 

A lottor datod Hay 26, 1953 issued by tho PC which 
enclosed a petition to tho President of tho United States 
urging executive clemency for tho ROSENBERGs states in part 
as follows referring to a stay of execution by tho Supremo 
Court : 


"V/o do not Imow v/hethor such a stay will bo 
granted. Therefore, wo must once more turn our 
onorglos towards^ an unprocodontod campaign for 
Presidential Cle'mcncy."
